!Money Paid to Recipients Will 


Be Claim Against 
Estates 


As the result of changes in the 
old age pension law, the state and 
county may be partially reimburs~ 
ed when the recipients’ estates ars 
probated, it was explained today. 
The changes, voted by the last 
legislature, will become effective 
Sept. 19

a Claim against the. estates of the 
; recipients equal to the amount or

The government 
will, therefore, be ‘reimbursed for 
all aid granted and have all rights

SRA Laborers and the City 





We are going to hear much about the State Relief Ad- 
ministration laborers. Another alphabetical phase of the re- 
lief program is coming into prominence as the WPA and the 
PWA temporarily, at least, go into the background. 

At a direct cost of a few cents an hour, the city may em- 
ploy SRA laborers and it is these men who will install lawn 
sprinkler equipment for the South Huelid avenue parkway 
and make other improvements here. City officials have de- 
cided that the most economical way to make these improve- 
ments is to use the SRA laborers—rather than to inerease 
the number of regular city employes for the work. 

“Why use the SRA men when there are plenty of others 
not on the relief rolls who are eager to work?’’ is a question 
being asked. 

Perhaps the answer is this: The improvements could not 
be made now if the SRA project were not available. It’s a 
ease of the city being able to improve the parkway now, with 
the state paying four-fifths of the labor cost, or of postponing 
that important improvement to some future time. 

As an example, in the case of labor eost—wages may be 
50 cents an hour. Of this sum, the city will be required to 
pay 10 cents an hour plus supervision, the state paying the 
remainder. The foreman on the job may more or less select 
his men, using only the best workers. 

The city is justified in accepting such a program. 

Very few local people, if any, will object to the South 
Euclid parkway being improved. That will be the first SRA 
project here. Getting the city’s park site east of the hos- 


pital ready for the setting out of trees may be the next im- 


provement.
